n a week the streets will be 

crawling with vampires and witches 

on their way to Halloween 
celebrations. 

But joining the traditional chilling 
figures of the holiday will be ... Southern 
belles and riverboat gamblers? 

According to Barbara Hinrichsen, co- 
owner of The Theater Co. in Upland, 
those are some of the most popular 
costumes this year. Another favorite is 
Cleopatra. Already she has rented more 
than a dozen costumes for potential 
queens of the Nile and she had to 
reorder more of the black, banged wigs. 

But, she said, there is no accounting 
for taste from year to year. Last year it 
was gangsters and flappers, she said. 


“| don’t think we sent out for one 
Cleopatra last year,” she said, admitting 
that the enthusiasm this year is 
puzzling. 

She stores more than 50,000 
costumes in about 10,000 square feet of 
warehouse on the eastern edge of the 
city. Since the business’ bread and 
butter is designing and providing 
costumes for theater productions, it 
carries much more than the traditional 
Halloween garb, she said. 


Southern belles with the lace, hoops 
and parasols are a perennial favorite 
with women, Hinrichsen said. 


“Men love riverboat gamblers 
because they're so elegant,”’ she 


theorized. ‘I think iiai s because of 
‘Gone With the Wind’ being on video, so 
women are bringing it home and making 
their husbands watch it.” 

Part of the fun, she said, is creating 
costumes for people that walk in the 
door with vague requests. 

When a woman who wanted to be a 
mermaid came in tast week, Hinrichsen 
and her co-workers set about finding a 
Suitable costume for her male escort. 
Finally, they hit upon Neptune, Roman 
God of the Sea, compiete with green 
spandex pants. 

“Guys love it because they never get 
to wear this stuff during the year and no 
one will come down on them for it (at 
Halloween),” she said. 








Hinrichsen said she hires actors to 
work at the warehouse because they 
wear the costumes themselves in 
productions and have some original 
ideas. 

But the most original idea came from 
a customer's girlfriend, she said. He had 
lost a bet with his girlfriend, she said, 
and his penance was attending a 
Halloween party dressed as a Southern 
belle. 

After that, she said, she got several 
requests from men for Southern belle 
costumes, she said. 

“| don't know if they saw him at the 
party or what,” she said, but added with 
the wisdom of many Halloweens, “Guys 
like to dress up like girls.” | |

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North Town park appears as If 


it may finally become reality

Nacho Gracia isn’t quite ready 
to admit victory. 

“It’s so close, so close,” is as 
close as he comes. 

“It” is a park in Rancho 
Cucamonga’s North Town. 
Gracia has fought to, get a park 
in the area for 10 years. Last 
week, the City Council approved 
a deal that will put a park there. 

Wher he talks of his struggle 
to get the park, Gracia never 
calls the struggle his. “It was not 
a one-man fight,” he said last 
week while standing in the 
middle of the proposed park site 
near the intersection of Ferron 
Boulevard and Turner Avenue. 

Gracia said he had to share 


through.” 

Among the failed deals, Gracia 
lists the problems of finding a 
location for the park, haggling 
with an apartment developer to 
provide land for the park anda 
close City Council vote to 
approve federal funding for the 
park in 1984. 

“But the most frustrating 
thing,” he said, ‘“‘was seeing 
other parks going up in our city. | 
couldn’t help asking when are 
we going to get our park?” 

The when of North Town’s 
park is still undecided, 
according to Rancho 
Cucamonga’s City Manager 


Lauren Wasserman. ‘“‘I’m glad to 
see the park finally going in, but 
| can’t say when it will be 
completed.” 

Wasserman said planning the 
park would need to begin as 
soon as possible in order-for the 
project to remain eligible for 
$300,000 of Community 
Development Block Grant Funds. 

To get the land for the park, 
Wasserman said the city agreed 
to an exchange with the land’s 
owner: The city will build flood- 
control improvements in the area 
and allow the owner to more 
heavily develop nearby property 
in exchange for the park site.

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: Sign restriction 
opinions aired at 
chamber meeting

Upland Chamber of Commerce 
members had a chance to air 
their views on sign restrictions 
at a breakfast last week with city 
Planning Director Jeff Bloom. 

Three of the business owners 
gathered at the Chamber of 
Commerce breakfast expressed 
apprehension at how the new 
sign law would affect their 
advertising banners. 

Bloom gave Chamber of 
Commerce members an update 
on the progress made by the 
informal committee studying the 
sign issue. The group made up 
of city staff, retired city officials 
and members of the business 
community will eventually make 
recommendations to city 
government on a new sign law. 

Elayne Brennis, owner of 
Fashions By Elayne, told Bloom 
that without those signs 
businesses hidden from the 
street have little chance of luring 
customers. Brennis’s store is 
located in the Vanguard Centre, 
which she described as hidden 
behind Flakey Jake’s and 
MacArthur's restaurant on 
Mountain Avenue 

The current law allows 
business owners to hang 
advertising banners only 30 days 
a year. Nancy Wiese, code 
enforcement officer, said she 
receives about 10 complaints a 
month about businesses 
violating the law.

Since the law has not been 
enforced except on acomplaint 
basis, it has not been a burden 
to many of the owners. 

But that will change with the 
new ordinance. 

“The one big change (is) we’re 
going to have code enforcement 
for the first time in an efficient 
way,” Bloom said. 

But Dennis Hudson, owner of 
Hudson’s Floor Covering, said 
that a new sign ordinance and 
stricter enforcement was 
unnecessary. 


“In my opinion 10 complaints 
a month doesn’t constitute a 
problem,”’ Hudson said. ‘“‘We 
don't need any regulations with 
temporary signs. We say we 
con't want our city to look like 
Holt Avenue in Ontario. We 
won't ever look like that .... My 
idea is to forget all this 
business.” 


Bloom explained that the 
committee is considering a 
range of options from keeping 
the 30-day-per-year limit to 
expanding it to 30 days every 
three months. 


Chamber executive director 
Tony Malone urged Bloom to 
consider the competition with 
other cities. He noted, for 
example, that auto dealers may 
need to create excitement with 
balloons and streamers to draw 
in customers during the off- 
seasons.

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800-bed jail issue locking 
into R.C. political scene 


By Andrew Horan 


While the campaigns for 
Rancho Cucamonga mayor and 
City Council grow louder, one 
issue lies quietly in waiting. 

Measure UU — a non-binding, 
advisory election — asks city 
residents whether they approve 
of county plans to build an 800- 
bed jail adjacent to the Foothill 
Law and Justice Center, at the 
intersection of Foothill 
Boulevard and Haven Avenue. 

With the exception of 
Supervisor-elect Jon Mikels, the 
City Council has lined up 
squarely against the jail because 
it “will bring an undesirable 
element to an area that will have 
movie theaters, recreational 
centers, office buildings, our 
civic center and restaurants,” 
according to a ballot statement 
signed by four Council members. 

Mikels had harsh criticism for 
those who voted to put the 
measure on the ballot. 

“1 don’t think it’s going to 
accomplish anything,” he said 
Friday. 

“It’s misleading the voters 
that they can do something,” he 
said, ‘‘and overly politicizing 
something that the county 
desperately needs.” 

The county proposed — and 
the City Council approved — the 
jail in 1982, when plans called for 
all Municipal and Superior 
Courts to be shifted from 
Ontario to Rancho Cucamonga. 

Locating the jail next to the 
courts would reduce the number 
of prisoners transported in 
buses, which translates into “a 
savings of time, money, 
manpower and (security) risk,” 
said Deputy Chief J.C. 
Ringhoffer of the Sheriff's 
Bureau of Jails and Corrections. 

But earlier this year, the 
county Board of Supervisors 
voted to leave the Municipal

Suddenly, city politicians had 
a rallying cry against the jail. 

“Why in the world would you 
want to put a jail next to the 
Superior Court when ail the 
activity takes place in Municipal 
Court,” asked Councilman Dick 
Dahl, who convinced the council 
to put the non-binding measure 
on the ballot last July. 

individuals charged with 
felony and misdemeanor crimes 
make their first court 
appearance at pre-trial 
arraignments in municipal 
courts. 

The statement opposing the 
jail states that 75 percent of all 
prisoners transported from 
Central Jail to West End courts 
are sent to Municipal Court. 

But sheriff's Capt. Monte 
Davis said his department has 
never studied how many of the 
103 prisoners transported on an 
average day are sent to 
Municipal Court. 


Mikels vowed to push 
supervisors to reconsider 
merging the courts, and 
Ringhoffer said future plans to 
conduct arraignments using 
video cameras will eventually 
overcome any transportation 
problems. 

Regardiess of where the 
prisoners go, however, the 
county needs the jail beds, 
Ringhoffer said. 

“The entire county’s facilities 
are badly overcrowded,” 
Ringhoffer said. 

“If we open-an 800-bed facility 
in Rancho Cucamonga today, I'd 
guess it would be two-thirds full 
today,” he said. 

Ringhoffer said the county’s 
Central Jail in San Bernardino 


routinely houses 1,200 prisoners, 
although its capacity is only 664.

Upland’s only X-rated 
business has offered the city 
another deal in an attempt to 
legally keep the doors on its 
video viewing booths. 

An adult entertainment 
ordinance recently approved in 
first reading by the City Council 
will give the store six months to 
remove the doors. 

T&A Video attorney Roger 
Diamond has offered to take 
down one of its three billboard 
advertisements for every six 
months extension the city grants 
it to keep the doors on. He has 
threatened a lawsuit against the 
city if an agreement cannot be 
reached. 

But City Attorney Don 
Maroney said the city cannot 
enter such negotiations. 

“We can’t deai with the health, 
safety and welfare of our citizens 
like that,” he said. “‘The council 
wouldn't do it.” 

Maroney had a similar 
response to a similar deal 
offered by Diamond last week.
